Ambulance Strikes Man. 

While the ambulance, driven by Hen- 
ry Baker was hurrying to the North 
End Dispensary with Mrs. Sart it 
knocked down and ran over Henry 
Fiaar of 3206 Barrett street at Garrison 
avenue and Palm street. 

Baker and Dr. Humphrey of the am- 
bulance corps picked up Flaar and put 
him in the ambulance with the wound- 
ed woman. At the dispensary it was 
found that his shoulder was dislocated. 

He Asks Forgiveness. 

Sartini went to his father’s home 
Wednesday morning. Later in the day 
Mrs. Sartini went out to see Kim. The 


pair met in the kitchefi, and according 
to the little girl Sartini asked his wife 
to forgive him and live with him again. 
She told him that she was done with 
him, 

“Well, give me a kiss, then, won’: 
you?” he said. ad 

Sartini placed one arm around his 
wife’s neck and kissed her affectionate- 
ly. At the same time he drew a large 
razor from his’ potket with the other 


hand and slashed her acrora the throat. } 


The woman screamed and fell to the 
floor. Sartini, thinking he had killed 
her, took the bottle of carbo‘tc acid 
from his pocket and began drinking it. 


Girl Knocks Botile. 


The Manichina giri flew at him and 
knocked the bottle from his hand be- 
fore he had emptied it. Sartini had 
swallowed such a quantity of the poison 
that death was almost instantaneous. 

Dr. Melcher, who lives just across the 
street, and Dr. E..H. Johnson of 2433 
North Grand avenue were called, but 
Sartini was dead before they raeched 
the house. 

Blood was streaming from a deep 
wound in Mrs. Sartini’s throat. The 
physicians called an ambulance and had 
her sent_to the City Hospital. 

Sartini mother, who entered the 
kitchen a few minutes after the tragedy, 
knelt down and kissed him and then 
tried to carry hi min her arms to a bed- 
room. He died in her arms, before she 
could get him out of the room.

Testimony Given While Alive 


Read to Kelleher 
Jury. 





A dead man testified Wednesday in 
the second trial of Eddie”Kelleher for 
the murder of “St. Louis Tommy” Sul- 
livan, a boxer, three years ago. He 
was Johnny Howard, an eyewitness of 
the tragedy, who died iast summer. 
His testimony was Intreduced by means 
of the record of Keileher’s first trial. 

The reading of the testimony was un- 


canny and dramatic, and affected the 
jurers. 


Record Tells Story. 

“Sullivan and 1,” ran the record, 
“were out together on the night ef ‘he 
murder, and entered the saloon of Mike 
Walsh at Twenty-second and Pine 
streets. I had been trying to persuade 
him to go with me to see my svwweet- 
heart and square me_with her, but he 
was reluctant to interfere. 

“I ordered whisky and soda, and 
Sullivan, water. Just as he set his 
glass down, I saw Kelleher spring up- 
on him, with an oath. Then I saw & 
flash, of metal like a piece of white 
paper blown swiftly across the eyes, 
and two shots rang out. Sullivan 
cried. ‘I'm shot! and I ran out at the 
door.

WASHINGTON, March il—In con 


nection with the report of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on the 


Brownsvilie riot, which was made to the 
Senate today, President Roosevelt trans- 
mitted a message in which he said thit 
the facts set forth in his order dismiss- 
ing the negro soldiers had been substan- 
tiated by the testimony before the com- 
mittee. 

He recommended that the time for the 
reinstatement of the discharged soidiers, 
which has expired, be extended a year 
in order to permit him to reinstate any 
of the discharged men who did not fall 
within the terms of his dismissal. Sen 
ator Warren presented the report of the 
committee on behalf of the majority, 
and Senator Foraker the views of the 
minority. ' 


Three Reports Submitted. 

“Three reports were submitted, one by 
Chairman Warren, on behalf of the 
committee, in which the Democratic 
members joined, and which, !n the maiz, 
sustained the action of the President ir; 
dismissing the negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry; a minority re- 
port signed by Senators Scott, Foraker, 
Bulkeley and Hemenway, and a sepa- 
rate report signed only by Senators For- 
aker and Bulkeley, completely vindfcat- 
ing the soldiers of charges made against 
them, and recommending legislation for 
the restoration to them of all the rights 
from which they have been deprived. 

The Foraker-Bulkeley report consist- 
ed approximately of 15,000 words. Fol- 
lowing an exhaustive analysis of the 
testimony taken by the committe tee, it | 
declared these conclusions: . 

That the testimony whoily fails to 
identify the individuals, or any of tem, 
who participated in the Brownsville 
shooting affair; that the testimony 
wholly fails to show that the discharged 
soldiers of the Twenty-fifth United 
States Infantry, or any of them, entered 
into any agreement or so-called ‘con- 
spiracy of silence,’ or that they had 
among themselves any understanding of 
any nature to withhold any information 
of which they or any of them might be 
possessed concerning the shooting af- 
fray. 

Much Testimony Unreliable. 

That the testimeny is contradictory 
and much ‘of it unreliable: that it is 
not sufficient to sustain the charge 
that any of the soldiers participated 
in the shooting. 

That the weight of the testimony 
shows that none of the soldiers of tle 
Twenty-fifth United States Infantry par- 
ticipated in the shooting affray. 

The two Senators then made the fol- 
lowing recommendation: 

Whereas, the testimony shows beyond 
a reasonable doubt that whatever may 
be the fact as to who did the shooting, 
many of the men so discharged were 
innocent of any ‘offense in connection 
therewith. Therefore, 

It is, in our opinion, the duty of 
Congress to provide by appropriate leg- 
islation for the correction of their rec- 
ords, for their re-enlistment and re- 
instatement in the army, and restora- 
tion to them of all the rights of which 
they have been deprived, and we so 
recommend.” 


ASQUITH OPPOSES CONFERENCE

LONDON, March 11.—Official papers 
of the Houze of Commons, issued today, 
contain the reply ef Herbert Asquith, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and Act- 
ing Premier, to the suggestion of Wi- 
liam Field, M. P., that, in view of the 
recent financial crisis in America, he 
should confer with the American gov- 
ernment to co-operatively consider_some 
united action to prevent gambling in 
options and futures. 

Mr. Asquith says: “I have followed 
very carefully the history of the recent 
financial crisis in America, but I do not 
think theré would be any advantage in 
conferring with the United States in the 
manner suggested.’’

While it has been reported that Mme, 
Gould and Prince Helie de Sagan, Boni’s 
cousin, were married recently in a Ger- 
man town and that the Prince was to 
accompany the former Countess to 
America, nothing is known here of the 
Prince’s movements. 

Boni Must Consent. 

Under the decree of divorce granted 
to Mme. Gould she would have had 
to obtain Count Boni’s consent to tak- 
ing the children with her. Because of 
the “‘spit duel’’ between the Prince and 
Boni and the subsequent charges of 
forgery made by the Prince against the 
Count, it is not thought that Boni would 
allow his children to be taken from 
France if Helie was a member of the 
party. ‘ 

When it was announced that Mme. 
Gould would go to America, the rumor 
that she and the Prince had been mar- 
ried gathered credence. It was said that 
the former Countess proposed to discuss 
her marriage at a family council of the 
Goulds. Interest was added to the de- 
parture by the report that Mme. Gould 
was being pressed by creditors and had 
been unable to pay her servants.

IN OPEN BOAT 


Two Die After Rescue, Three 
Are Ill, One Works Way 
to New York. 











NEW YORK, March 11.—It takes more 
than two months’ hunger and thirst, 


constant exposure to Antarctic winter 
gales, incessant watching and bailing 
and toiling at the oars of an open boat 
in midocean to kill the able seaman, 
William Kuhlman. 

One of the four survivors of the en- 
tire company of the long-lost American 
ship, Tillie Starbuck—the only survivor 
Who has recovered his health and re- 
turned to his old trade—Kuhlman land 
ed here today from the steamship Vol- 
taire, just in from Buenos Ayres. 


Caught in Cape Storm. 


Kuhlman sailed aboard the Starbuck 
when she left New York for Honolulu, 
April 6, 1907. Caught in a terrific storm 
off the South American coast soon 
after rounding Cape Horn and swept to 
the south’ and west, well toward the 
Antarctic circle, her crew abandoned 
her Aug. 16, dismantled and water- 
logged. 

Two boats put off from the sinking 
hulk. From one nothing ever has been 
heard. In the other were Kuhlman and 
five companions. Their plight was hot 
hopeless, for they had had time to pro- 
vision their frail craft and provide them- 
selves with a compass and a rag of a 
sail, which they afterward hoisted on 
an oar when the wind was fair. 

In a raging sea, however, in a boat 
over which the waves broke constant 
ly and far out of the path of shipping, 
they had small hope of ever reaching 
shore alive. 

They Fight Eight Weeks. 

For eight weeks they fought their way 
toward the South American coast. Pro- 
Visions and water ran short. Exhaust- 
ed by the struggle, two of the num- 
ber threw themselves under the thwarts 
to dle. 

When picked up at last by a passing 
British steamship, they were at their 
last morsel of food, mere skeletons and 
so weak that but one or two of them 
could stand. Their rescuers carried 
them to Callao. 

There the two dying men succumbed 
to. the hardships they had undergone 
Three are still in the hospital at Valpa. 
raiso. Kuhiman alone worked his way 
to’ the east const, where he ‘fdund a 
berth aboard the Voltaire.

Miss Weed was taken to a sanitarium 
in Newton, Oct. 1, to be treated for ner- 
vous prostration. She escaped from the 
institution yesterday evening and made 
her way to the school.

Mrs. Page called to the women that 
they must get up if they were to catch 
the 7:35 train, on which Mjss Weed was 
to be taken back to Newton. Mrs. 
Page left, and a few moments later the 
shooting occurred. The matren rushed 
to the room and found the bodies. 

Slaim While She Slept. 

Miss Hardee evidently had been slain 
while she was asleep. There was no 
indication of a struggle. The bodies lay 
side by side. A bullet had passed 
through the base of Miss Hardee’s skuli. 
There was a bullet wound in Miss 
Weed’s right temple, and on her breast 
lay a revolver, with two chambers 
empty. 

. Medical Examiner Stedman was sum- 
moned, and, after viewing the bodies, he 
stated that Miss Weed had killed Miss 
Hardee and then herself.

As Soon as Plans Are Made 
Fire Escapes Are to 
Be Erected. 





SOME DELAY EXPECTED 





President Explains Why .No 
Action Was Taken at Tues- 
day Night’s Session. 





Dr. Frank lL. Magoon, president of 
the Board of Education, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday that the 
agreement made by the Board's renre- 
sentatives with Building Commissioner 
Smith to equip all publie school build- 
ings with fire escapes will 
out in good faith. 

Dr. Magoon, Commissioner of School 
Buildings Ittner, and Attorney Gross- 
man agreed with Commissioner Smith 
to put up the fire escapes as soon as 
possible, and Mr. Ittner is now working 
out plans for the fire escapes. 

“But it will take some time,” said 
Dr. Magoon, “to work out the plans 
and put the fire escapes on the scl.ooals. 
As soon as Mr. Ittner has his plans 
ready he will lay them before the Board 
for approval. The reason no action was 
taken on the fire escape matter at 
Tuesday night’s meeting was because 
Mr. Ittner has not competed his plans 
for the fire escapes. The School Board 
will carry out in good fuith the agree- 
ment made with Commissioner Sinith,”’ 

Not to Close Schools. 

Building Commissioner Smith, Fire 
Chief Swingley anu Factory Inspector 
Sikes, who have been making a fight 
for fire escapes, while asserting that 
the conditions are Very bad, say they do 
not cousider any of the schools they 
have inspected are 10wW in such danger- 
ous condition that they ought to be 
closed until fire escapes are put on. 

The Columbia School, Garrison and 
St. Louis avenues, has been classed as 
the most dangerous, in the city, and 
the officials agree that every possible 
precaution ought to be taken on it. 

If a fire broke out in the building in 
present condition, the children might be 
caught in a trap, they say. 

Commissioner Smith said Wednesday 
that he was satisfied the School Board 
will abide by the agreement made by 
Dr. Magoon, Mr. Ittner and Mr. Gross- 
man. 


Must Erect Escapes, Says Smith. 

“The School Board, having held out 
against fire escapes, does not now like 
to publicly admit that it was wrong and 
that it was violating the law,” said 
Commissioner Smith. “I rather expect- 
ed that the board would make some 
Statement in defense of its own posi- 
tion, and, while its formal statement 
seems t> convey the impression that the 
fire escapes will not be put on, yet I 


have beer assured that they will be 
erected with as little delay as possi- 


e. 
“If the agreement is not kept, then I 
Shall prosecute the School Buard for 
violation ct the law. But I am sat- 
isfied that we will get the fire es- 
capes, whicl have been so long needed. 
“The interior fire escape, in a fire- 
proof inclcosed wall, is safer than an 
outside fire escape. Legally it comes 
within the classification of an outside 
fire escape. A_ brick or concrete 
shaft connected with the outer 
walls of the building will be erected 
ba ne third — of the school build- 
ngs, in case s class of fir : 
is decided upon. nanan 
Inside K*ecapes Expensive. 


“A door or window will open from 
the corridor of the school building, or 
one of the recitation rooms, to an out- 
side platform. This platform will lead 
to the entrance to the shaft. The stair- 
ways will lead down this shaft to an 
outer exit. There will be no doors open- 


ing from the interior of the building 
into this shaft, and it will have no 
connection whatever with the basement. 
Fire escapes of this kind are entirely 
safe, but more expensive than the out- 
side escapes.,”’ 

The Board of Education, at its meet- 
ing Tuesday night, decided to have the 
Fire Prevention Bureau inspect all the 
public schools and make a report as to 
what is needed to make them entirely 
safe. It also issued a statement in 
which it explained what has been done 
during the past ten years to improve 
the school buildings and protect them 
trom fire ee

A circular, which Mr. Beggs’ Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. is dis- 
tributing to business men whose light- 


ing contracts are 
about to expire, 
tells all about the 
club. 

It mentions the 
users of electric 
current as the 
members, and 
reminds them 
that like the 
members of the 
St. Louis, or 
Noonday, or Rac- 
quet Club, they 
ought to pay not 
only for the ser- 
vice they get, but 
also for the ser- 
vice they could 
get if they want- 
ed to. Under the 
company’s new “rate plan,” this is 
what they have to do. 

Here is the way the company juts it:

The Company’s Plan. 

“A eustomer who obtains the im- 
portant privilege of using, whenever 
he chooses, lamps or motors, should 
pay the company for its readiness to 
serve him, whether the customer uses 
any current on the premises or not; 
just as the member of a club or asso- 
ciation pays dues for the readiness of 
the club to serve him, whether he 
goes to the clubhouse or not.” 

Can you beat it? 

The only criticism which can be made 
is that the club seems to be founded 
on too narrow a basis. Everyone does 
not use electric light, or even the gas 
which another one of Mr. Beggs’ com- 
panies furnishes a grateful community. 

There can be no doubt that Mr. 
Beggs intended to include in the club all 
persons who ride on the street cars of 
his United Railways company. 

May Extend It to Street Car. 
As soon as it is understood that all 
street car. fare- [~“™ , 
payers, including 
straphangers, are 
members of the 
Readiness to Serve 
Club, they will 
naturally begin tu 
clamor for the 
same privileges of 
membership as 
the electric light 
consumers. They 
will say: 

“The electric 
light users are 
permitted to pay 
for service, Bie 
whether they get BE 
it or not. We de- 
mand the same 
right.”’ 

And Mr. Beggs will graciously grant 
the demand, and one of these days w?3 
shall see a notice in all the carg like 
this: 

“A passenger who enjoys the impor- 
tant privilege of standing up, whenever 
he chooses, in the aisle of a car, and 
occasionally sitting down, should pay 
the company for its readiness to haul 
him, whether he actually rides or not.”’ 

And then, when we have the grip and 
don’t go to the office we shall send 
wifie out, morning and evening, rain or 
shine, to wait fc. the car and hand the 
conductor a nickel, and we shall all say: 
‘isn’t it fine to belong to the club?” 

Easy to Please the Company. 
And when we go uiway for vacation 
and don’t burn any gas for a month we 
will mail the company a check for the 
same amount as the month before. For 
wasn’t the company there, ready to fur- 
nish us the gas all the time? And “the 
member of a club,”’ as Mr. Beggs apily 
puts it, ‘‘pays dues for the readiness of 
the « b to serve him, whether he goes 
to the clubhouse or not.” 

If Mr. Beggs’ idea meets favor in 
other lines of business, it may even 
come to pass thai the saloon keepers 
will charge their customers. for drinks 
they didn't get. 

Here, however, there might be re- 
bates given to customers who could 
prove their ‘‘readiness to drink’’ on Sun- 
days when “readiness to serve’ is un- 
known. 

Probably there will be complaining 
mmbers of the Readiness to Serve Club. 
There will be those who will say that 
straphanging is not the luxury they 
were led to expect as clubmen, and that 
som.c of the club employes, conductors 
for instance, aren't as obsequious as 
they should be. They will say that the 
club dining room is fun in a manner 
which gives Mr. Beggs, Capt. MeCul- 
loch, Mr. Powelson and a few of their 
friends all the white meat and gravy, 
and Mr. C. Public all the bones. 

May Expel Kickers.

LOUSHAA STATE 
SENATOR-tLECT 
ALLED WUE 


D. S. Kemp Gives His Life De- 
fending Southern Code 
of Honor.

AMITE, La., March 11.—D. N. Kemp, 
State Senator-elect, of this city, was 
shot and killed by C. W. Hyde, a young 
business man and politician in a hastily 


arranged street duel. 

Hyde has not been arrested, although 
he has not left the city. His friends 
hold that it was ‘‘mutual combat.” 
Kemp had struck Hyde for calling him 
a liar. Hyde was unarmed and Kemp 
held a revolver in his hand. Hyde 
asked for time to arm himself and was 
granted it. A few minutes later the en- 
counter took place. 

Both men were Democrats, and each 
held by the ideals of Southern chivalry, 
one of which is that the epithet “‘liar’’ 
is equivalent to a blow, and must be 
wiped out either by an apology or with 
blood. 

Quarreled About Primaries, 

They quarreled yesterday about the 
recent Democratic primaries for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, in which J. J. Bailey 
was defeated and made . charge of 
fraud, in a protest to the State Cen- 
tral Committee. Feeling ran high, and 
in a controversy over the charges made 
by Bailey, Hyde is alleged to have called 
Kemp a Har. 

Friends intervened and the incident 
was thought closed, although there was 
some surprise that trouble did not en- 
sue on the spot. { 

It rankled in Kemp’s mihd, how- 
ever, and last night, accompanied by 
a friend, and carrying a revolver in 
his hand he walked into Hyde’s place 
of business. Hyde was unarmed. 

Kemp, keeping his revolver in view, 
demanded an apology: Hyde refused :o 
give it. Kemp, it is said, then slapped 
his face. 

Hyde told him he would not have 
dared to strike htm except that he 
knew he was unarmed, and asked for 
time to get a weapon. Friends had 
come between them and a further per- 
sonal encounter was impossiple. 

Told to Get Weapons. 

Kemp told Hyde to get all the weap- 
ons he thought he would need and he 
would meet him at any time and place. 
Then he left the office. 

Hyde hurried to his home, near by, 
and procured his revolver. As he came 
out he shouted to Kemp to wait for 
him. Kemp halted, then wheeled, and 
the two advanced towards each other, 
both with weapons drawn. 

Hiyde . fired two shots rapidly and 
both took effect. Kemp fell and was 
dying when the witnesses reached his 
side. They say he did not fire a shot. 

He died in 30 minutes. 

Hyde returned to his home, accom- 
panied by friends. Kemp was middle- 
aged and Hyde is 24 years old.

NEW YORK, March 11.—It is~stated 
here today by one of the lawyers who 
will figure in the case that Dr. H. F. 
Toogood of Memphis, Tenn,, will be 
named by Harry K. Thaw in his answer 
to Evelyn Nesbit Thaw’s suit to annul 
her marriage. 

A dispatch from Memphis quotes Dr. 
Toogood as saying that he is willing to 
marry Evelyn Thaw as soon as she gets 
a divorce. 

Divurce Papers Served. 
Papers in the suit of Mrs. Thaw 
against Harry Thaw and his mother, 
Mary Copley Thaw, as next of kin, ask- 
ing the annulment of their marriage 
on the ground that Thaw was insane 
when it was contracted, were served on 
Thaw at Matteawan and on his mother 
at the Hotel Lorraine soon after; noon 
today by representatives of the younger 
Mrs. Thaw’s lawyer, Daniel O’Reilly. 
The complaint is of the briefest charac- 
ter and simply recites that he was in- 
sane prior to the marriage and has been 
so ever since. 

In announcing that the papers had 
been served, Lawyer O'Reilly denied 
the report that she is contemplating a 
return to the stage, saying: 

“Mrs. Evelyn Thaw has no plans for 
the immediate future.”’ 

Despite this denial, friends of the, 
Thaw family call attention to the fact 
that only vesterday O’Reilly denied that 
Mrs. Thaw would sue for an annulment 
and also admitted sne had received an 
offer to become a star in a musical 
comedy. O'Reilly has made many con- 
flicting statements since he became per- 
sonal attorney for Mrs. Evelyn Thaw. 

Expected to “Star.” 

One report in circulafion along Broad- 
way declares that not only Is Mrs. Thaw 
to star, but that the part she will take 
has been written for her. It contem- 
plates for the ‘“‘big scene’ of the play 
a representation of a courtroom, where 
she, as the heroine of the play, is put 
through a grilling cross-examination by 
a lawyer wno seeks to discredit her. 
It was argued this would be the strong- 
est kind of a drawing card on the road, 
as in some respects it would portray the 
ordeal the voung esi passed througi 
twice at the hand& of District Attorney 
Jerome, 

The terms of financial settlement as 
agreed upou stipuiate that young Mrs. 
Thaw will receive a lump sum of $50,000 
as soon as the suit is decided and $15,- 
000 a year thereafter for the rest of her 
life. 

It is understood that the elder Mrs. 
Thaw looks with favor upon her daugh. 
ter-in-law’s suit and that she is large- 
ly responsible for seeing that the young 
woman’s future is so wel! provided for. 


A. Russell Peabody, counsel for Thaw, 
visited his chent yesterday at Matta- 
wan and broke the news of Mrs. Thaw’s 
intention. He was also the bearer of a 
Proposition from the latter regarding a 
financial settlement. It is said Thaw 
worked himself into a terrible rage and 
rejected his wife's plan. That he still 
loves her and will not permit an annul- 
ment of the marriage without a contest 
was made evident by the orders he gave 
his counsel.

NEGRO HIGH SCHOOL’S FOES 
VISIT BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Many West End Residents Present 
Their Protest, Which Is Re- 


ferred to a Committee. 

More than 200 West End residents ap- 
peared at the Board of Education meet- 
ing Tuesday night to protest against 
the building of the proposed negro high 
school on Cottage avenue, between Pen- 
dleton and Good avenues. Delegations 
were sent by the Northwestern Pro- 
tective Association and the Twenty-sixth 
Ward Improvement Association. A res- 
olution adopted at a mass meeting at 
St. Matthew’s Chapel Hall and signed 
by 3000 persons was submitted and re- 
ferred to a committee. 

It set forth that the establishment of 
a negro high school in Northwest St. 
Louis would cause the depreciation of 
property in that section and would re- 
sult in a great loss to white families 
who had toiled for years to establish 
and pay for their homes. 

It was stated that the influx of ne- 
groes which would follow the building of 
the school would cause 80 great an ex- 
odus of white residents that nary of 
the schools now used by white children 
would be rendered useless.

ST. LOUIS WILL 
CELEBRATE {TS 
100" BIRTHOA 


Civic League’s President at 
Banquet Unfolds Plan for 
Centennial Fete. 








The sixth annual dinner of the Civic 
League Tuesday night at the Jefferson 
Hotel was made notable by the launch- 
ing of a plan to celebrate during the 
first week of November, 1909, the cen- 
tennial ef the incorporation of the city 
of St. Louis, and by an eloquent ad- 
dress by Archbishop John J. Glennon 
on “The Ethical Effects of Civic Im- 
provements.”’ 

H. N. Davis, who was re-elected presi- 
dent of the league, stirred the gathering 
of over 300 men and women to enthusi- 
asm wheh he proposed at the end of his 
annual address, to commemorate St. 
Louis’ one-hundredth birthday. His 
suggestion was embodied in a resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted. 

“The feature of that week,’ said 
President Davis, ‘‘should be a confer- 
ence on civic improvement, to which 
representatives from all the civic or- 
ganizations of America should be in- 
vited. Those problems which relate to 
a city’s physical growth should be con- 
sidered. 

“In addition to the conference there 
will be arranged a centennial dinner, 
balloon races, parades, etc. she various 
organizations of the city should be asked 
to co-operate. 

Has Kind Word for “Smoke.” 

“The Executive Board of the Civic 
League, at its next meeting, will appoint 
a committee to work out the details for 
the proper observance of this anniver- 
sary.’ 

In his address, President Davis t*--- 
bouquets at the Street and Park Com. 
missioners, and even found that Smoke 
I. Jones has beefl more aggressive du:- 
ing the past year in the prosecution of 
offenders. 

Secretary Mayo Fessler, in am address 
on “Civie Altruism,’ said he could not 
take a pessimistic view of the present 
Municipal Assembly.

Archbishop Giennon said the differ- 
ence between civic improvement in an- 
cient and modern times was that the 
ancients were concerned for increasing 
the luxurious sufroundings*of the r'ch, 
while the poor were left to shift for 
themselves. He made a plea for dem- 
oecracy in building ‘“‘The City Beauti- 


ful,”’ and asked that the tenement and 
sium problems be attacked first of all. 


Archbishop Scores the Rich. 
In this connection the Archbishop 
scored the rich of St. Louls, ‘“‘who have, 
it is true, erected beautifu! homes, but 
in most instances barricaded themselves 
and their thoughts and fortunes hehind 
the fron gateway of the private ‘place.’ 
Secure in their seclusion they have cared 
little how things went on in the city 


at large; whether it waxed strong and 
fair or perhaps decayed and died.’ 

The Archbishop drew some applause 
by advocating the rebuilding of the 
World's Fair buildings, ‘‘this time not 
In wood and staff, but in marble.” 

After uttering a eulogy on the ambi- 
tion and morality of the immigrant fac- 
tor in the city’s population, the Arch- 
bishop turned to the subject of anarch- 
ism, the followers of which he de- 
nounced as “the enemies of God and 
man.”’ 

“I fancy,’’ he said, “that some of you 
are expecting me, while on this subject, 
to talk about that ‘bete noir’ of anar- 
chy that In the last few days has at- 
tracted such attention. Let me say that 
{ cannot find words strong enough to 
condemn this utterly cruel and pbar- 
barous thing, scarcely excusable any- 
where, but absolutely bruta: and eterna)- 
ly out of place in our free land.

The _ referee 
was on the off side and could not see 
Schumacher’s face and he managed to 
exist without his wind for a couple of 
minutes when he commenced to ham- 
mer with his free hand on the mat. 

The referee u:d not see the action and 
I was finally forced to tell the referee 
to come arounu and take a look. As 
soon as he did he gave me the fall. 
Schumacher’s face was almost purple 
from strangulation and it was neces- 
sary to half carry him off the mat. I 
figured that I had the match won as 
I did not believe that Schumacher 
would be able to do anything in the 
second contést. 

Judge my surprise when in the second 
bout after a five-minutes’ rest Schu- 
macher dashed out of his corner like a 
tiger, and getting a crotch hold on 
me, picked me up bodily and rammed 
me down |. .d first with a crash to the 
mat. [, was stunned and to this day I 
wonder that Schumacher did not breax 
my neck. After 20 minutes of desper- 
ate struggling. Schumacher pinned my 
shoulders to the mat. 

In the third beut I went right after 

huma@her from the start. Still he 
was far*from weak and gave me the 
hardest kind of a fight.

“f know he did it, because I saw 

both scraps from beginning to end, 
ana if Fitzsimmons does not verify 
what I say I’ll buy the dinners, cher- 
ry and all trimmings any.time and 
any place you _ indicate.’’ 
“You may not know it, but all fight- 
ers, those even in the championship 
class, have a wide streak of yellow 
running from the roots of the hair to 
the end of the spine and then it 
branches off like a divided skirt and 
continues down both legs to the heel- 
way, and dejes ordinary treatment (to 
efface from the system. 

“They au have it, big and little fight- 
ers ailke. No one is too gigantic not 
to be overcome with the fear of a 
single punch that will end his money- 
making career as a fighter. And Jef- 
fries was no exception to the rule. 
Hence it was that I had to get rid of 
it before he and the speckled one met 
for their fight at Coney Island in 
899 


“Jeffries was the greatest fighter 
that ever lived. He was the strong- 
est man that ever donned gloves in a 
ring, and he had the widest streak 
down his back that I have ever seen. 
He was terribly afraid of Fitzsim- 
mens and cried before it was time to 
enter the ring, and did everything pos- 
sible to seek an excuse to dodge the 
fight. He was afraid he was going to 
be licked. 

“Jeffries was lying on a cot in the 
pavilion. You never saw such a sight 
in your life. There he was, just as 
weak as a child from fear, and the 
greatest development of muscles in 
evidence that you ever saw. He was 
trained to the minute and the_finest 
specimen of physical perfection I ever 
looked upon, but almost a mental 
wreck. Nothing but the thought of 
mobbing ever kept him in control until 
I framed up a job that gave him 
courage to go into the ring and clean 
uy” Fitzsimmons, 

“Tl had counseled with a_ personal 
friend and we concocted the scheme 
of telling Jeffries that Fitzsimmons was 
very superstitious, that he had a fear 
of everything out of the ordinary be- 
fore he entered the ring and that he 
would simply not fight if he stumbled 
over a screen before 1 fight. We de- 
cided to make him stumble. I took 
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Jeffries out for a stroll along the board 
walk while I had a large screen taken 
to the dressing room. After we re- 
turned I had Jeffries strip as bare as 
when he first came into the world. 

“In accordance with our agreement, 
and I must say that Jeffries would do 
exactly as he was told, he raised a row 
about hitting in clinches. This gave 
me a chance to go to Julian and try to 
get together on it. I ended the matter 
by saying to Martin, ‘These men are 
the ones who are to fight tonight, let 
them settle it themselves. Jeffries is 
in his dressing room, let Fitzsimmons 
£0 in and talk it over. Whatever they 
say gves.’ 

“Julian fell for the bait and agreed. 
Fitzsimmons came into the dressing 
room to meet Jeffries. Oh, what a 
sight it was. There he was, Jeffries, 
the biggest fighter that ever lived, not 
a stitch of clothes on aim and the mus- 
cles of his stomach and breast standing 
out like the limbs of an ordinary man. 

Fitzsimmons looked sick at once. I 
saw it, and before the argument had 
gone far Jeffries leaped up from his 
resting board, pumched Fitzsimmons on 
the jaw and sent him sprawling to the 
floor, over the screen, down and out 
for the count. 

“Of course Jeffries won the fight. He 
went into the ring and pounded the life 
out of Fitzsimmons because the spec- 
kled one had been scared to death first 
by the sight of such a physical giant 
and second by the punch. To add to 
his misery there was the screen. I never 
even told Jeffries about the job I put 
up. He thought it was the supersti- 
tion about the screen that enabled him 
to lick Fitzsimmons so easily. But it 
is all in the game.”’
